Hospitals fear they will not get millions of pounds in investment

ONE or both of Epsom and St Helier 
Hospitals is at risk of downgrading 
from 2020 if hundreds of millions of 
pounds of investment is not secured. 

Only one of the six scenarios Ep¬ 
som and St Helier University Hospi¬ 
tals NHS Trust envisages in its en¬ 
gagement, which was launched this 
week, involves acute services being 
retained at both sites. 

To maintain accident and emer¬ 
gency maternity and paediatrics 
departments, high dependency unit 
and coronary care services at both 
sites, the Trust would need between 
£300million and £400million to build 
a new hospital, it claimed. 

This investment would fund a new 
hospital for its acutely unwell pa¬ 
tients on one of three sites - Epsom, 
St Helier and Sutton - and also en¬ 
sure acute services are provided at 
a level that meet the NHS’ standards 
of care. 

For 85 per cent of visitors, there 
would be no change and appoint¬ 
ments, procedures, admissions and 
A&E visits would take place at the 
same site as they do currently, the 


Trust stated. Walk-in centres and 
urgent care services would still be 
available at both sites, whatever the 
outcome, a spokeswoman advised. 

Chief Executive Daniel Elkeles 
told the Epsom Guardian that the 
Trust needed the public’s support 
in order to secure funding and pro¬ 
vide the quality of care to which it 
aspired. 

He said: “We are passionate about 
providing as much care as close to 
people’s homes as we can, and we 
want to meet all of the NHS’ quali¬ 
ty standards. I think it’s undenia¬ 
ble that our buildings need a huge 
amount of investment to maximise 
care. Everyone who comes to see 
them agrees. If we do not get the 
investment, we can’t, in perpetuity, 
continue providing good care with¬ 
in buildings that are not fit for pur¬ 
pose.” 

Mr Elkeles added: “We genuinely 
want to find out what people want.” 

In the engagement, the Trust out¬ 
lines six possible scenarios it must 
consider: 

• Both hospitals continue as they are 
and receive enough funding to bring 
each site up to ‘functional levels’; 

• A new specialist acute facility is 
based at Epsom; 

• A new specialist acute facility is

based at St Helier; 

• A new specialist acute facility is 
based at Sutton Hospital; 

• A new specialist acute facility is 
based at a combined site of Sutton 
Hospital and the Royal Marsden 
Hospital; 

• The Trust receives no capital in¬ 
vestment and so acute services are 
withdrawn, and no specialist cancer 
care is provided at a combined site at 
Sutton Hospital and the Royal Mars¬ 
den. 

The engagement makes clear that 
the Trust wants to “make sure that 
this (last scenario) does not happen”. 

Residents’ responses to the survey, 
‘Providing high-quality healthcare 


services: 2020 to 2030’, would enable 
the Trust to develop a business case 
for securing the necessary invest¬ 
ment. 

But Epsom and Ewell MP Chris 
Grayling wrote to the Trust’s chief 
executive Daniel Elkeles this week 
about his “profound concerns” 
about launching the engagement 
on the hospitals’ future without the 
guarantee of NHS funding. 

The transport secretary believes 
it was wrong to launch the consulta¬ 
tion “with no clear indication from 
NHS England that funds would even 
be available for the construction of a 
new hospital”. 

He also argued Epsom should be 
“separated from the debate” about 
the future of hospital services in 
South West London, and that “Ep¬ 
som and St Helier Hospitals should 
separate” to allow staff greater flex¬ 
ibility 

“I’m not at all happy about this 
happening at this moment,” he said. 
“You can’t start a debate unless there 
is some degree of certainty about 
funds. We’ve had this happen so 
many times before.” 

Health campaigners Keep Our St 
Helier Hospital fear if one or both of 
the sites is downgraded, the existing 
hospitals will “wither and die”.

EPSOM town centre is to 
have a post office again, more 
than five months after the 
High Street branch closed. 

Three full-screen coun¬ 
ters will be run at a tempo¬ 
rary branch in Epsom Town 
Hall reception from 1pm on 
Thursday, July 20, until a 
permanent location is found, 
the Post Office confirmed on 
Wednesday. 

The temporary branch will 
offer services from cash with¬ 
drawals to car tax renewal, it 
added. 

Residents had urged busi¬ 
nesses to come forwards to 
provide a home for a branch 
in the town since the unex¬ 
pected closure of the High 
Street franchise in January. 

Courier services run from 
East Street, Epsom, but the 
closure of the branch in the 
Costcutter in Epsom High 
Street - which offered a full 
post office service - had made 
everything from cashing 
cheques and giros to collect¬ 
ing mail and sending parcels 
in Epsom more difficult. 

Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council, meanwhile, had 
worked with the Post Office 


Epsom town hall 

to secure a branch in the 
town 

Councillor Eber Kington, 
chair of the council’s strate¬ 
gy and resources committee, 


welcomed the announce¬ 
ment. 

He said: “Offering the town 
hall as a temporary location 
whilst a permanent home is 


found will enable those who 
rely on this essential service 
to carry on as before. 

“We are very aware that 
many of Epsom’s elderly 


residents, and those without 
internet access to manage 
their financial affairs, were 
finding the absence of a town 
centre post office quite dif¬ 
ficult to manage, so this ar¬ 
rangement is most welcome.” 

Signs announcing a “tempo¬ 
rary closure” had appeared in 
the window of the High Street 
branch in January, casting 
doubt over the long-term fu¬ 
ture of the branch. 

The leaseholder of the 
branch at 74-76 High Street, 
Community Brokers Interna¬ 
tional, was wound up at the 
High Court of Justice (Chan¬ 
cery Division) in Bristol in 
January. 

Residents had been ad¬ 
vised to use services in Ewell, 
Ashtead and Sutton after the 
closure. 

Michael Brennan, Post Of¬ 
fice area manager, said: “We 
have been working hard to try 
to restore Post Office services 
to central Epsom as quickly 
as possible as the previous 
branch closed at short no¬ 
tice for reasons beyond our 
control. 

“The community will join 
us in welcoming the re-open¬ 
ing of the branch. 

“We are very appreciative 
of Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council making premises 
available for Post Office use.” 


FIVE DAYS of traffic disruption 
are expected while engineers 
fix a gas leak in Ewell. South¬ 
ern Gas Network is attending 
to the leak at the junction of 
Mavis Avenue and the A240 
Kingston bypass. Access to 
the bypass from Mavis Avenue 
is limited and the nearside 
lane of the A240 is closed to 
create a safe working space 
for engineers. Work is expect¬ 
ed to last for five days, Surrey 
County Council advised. 

WORK STARTED this week 
on a new 2.8-kilometre water 
main on a stretch of main road 
which passes Banstead, Nork 
and Burgh Heath. Temporary 
traffic lights will be in place 
along the A217 Brighton Road 
while the work is carried out. 
The new water main is set 
to connect two reservoirs in 
Burgh Heath and Nork, and 
provide customers with a fresh 
supply during major water 
outages, SES Water, the firm 
carrying out the work, stated.

It’s time to have a serious talk about breakfast

IN an ideal world, nobody 
would ever be allowed to go 
hungry. 

This is not an ideal world 
however. 

That’s why it’s sad to hear 
the news that 82 per cent of 
teachers in Britain see teen¬ 
agers frequently coming to 
school hungry. 

Even more disheartening 
is that four in 10 teachers 
claim some parents simply 
can’t afford to give their 
teens breakfast before class. 

Kellogg’s, the food man¬ 
ufacturer, was the one who 
conducted this study 

Everyone should have 
heard the saying at one time 
or another that “breakfast is 
the most important meal of 
the day” 

That’s because food is fuel 
for your body. It helps you be 
productive through the day 
and for students, helps them 
stay awake during classes 
and learn. 

Ground-breaking stuff, I 
know. 

This message, however 
seems to have not made it to 
today’s youth. 

Nearly half of the 500 UK 


secondary teachers’ sur¬ 
veyed claimed kids aged 11 to 
16 failed to understand why 
they needed breakfast to help 
them learn. 


A lack of availability to 
regular breakfast is one thing 
(albeit a distressing thing), 
but not knowing what makes 
the body function is another. 


The study found teachers 
battling with hungry teen¬ 
agers in the classroom were 
often left dealing with kids 
unable to concentrate (73%), 


an increase in misbehaviour 
(28%) or grumpiness from 
class members (34%) in the 
mornings. 

Not surprising when you 


think about it. 

One way of combating 
this poor start to the day 
are breakfast clubs. It al¬ 
lows kids to eat something 
before they start their 
school day. 

Once again though, the 
figures aren’t good. 

A further study by Kel¬ 
logg’s found nearly half of 
the 1,000 children surveyed 
had attended a breakfast 
club in Primary School. 
That’s pleasing. 

But only a fifth go to a 
morning school club to get 
something to eat before 
class at high school. Not so 
pleasing. 

What’s the absolute 
worst thing to come out of 
this research? 

That around one in 10 
children feel too ashamed 
to eat in front of their 
friends. 

This is a mindset that 
needs to change before any 
progress can be made. 

“Secondary education 
sees our young people ma¬ 
turing into adulthood,” is 
what head of research at 
The Children’s Food Trust 
Jo Nicholas said. 

How can one mature if 
they don’t even feel com¬ 
fortable enough to talk 
openly about something as 
simple as food.

Disabled woman launches fundraiser to enable her to get out to work 



A suspected brothel owner 
has been arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of modern slavery of¬ 
fences in Epsom High Street.

A disabled woman says hav¬ 
ing her van specially adapted 
so she can drive it herself, 
and having her wheelchair 
modified, would help give her 
back her freedom. 

Sarah Lambert was par¬ 
alysed following a freak ac¬ 
cident 11 years ago and has 
been fighting ever since to 
regain her speech, movement 
and independence. 

Her friend Sue Trafford, 
64, an ambulance driver at 
Epsom Hospital, has now 
launched a £45,000-fund- 
raiser for a new wheelchair 
(£25,000) and to have her van 
adapted so she can drive it 
with just her hands (£20,000). 

Sarah became paralysed 
after a bear hug from a col¬ 
league at Kingston Hospital 
damaged her sciatic nerve 
and then, while off work in¬ 
jured, a fall down her stairs 
at home in 2006. 

She now has a standard 
NHS-issue wheelchair, but 
finds that it often breaks 
down and gets stuck in the 
mud - preventing her from 
walking her three-year- 
old miniature labradoodle 
Milo as much as she would 
like, and from performing

everyday tasks such as going 
shopping. 

The 38-year-old from Eve¬ 
lyn Way - about two miles 
from Epsom town centre - 
also has her own van, but re¬ 
lies on a carer who only looks 
after her for three hours a 
day for five hours a week. 


“Not being on the road is 
the biggest loss, really - more 
than the use of my legs,” Sa¬ 
rah, a former driver in the 
Territorial Army and prison 
service, explained. 

“My whole life is limited to 
being stuck at home. 

“It holds me back from 


becoming independent and 
earning my own money” 

Sarah has struggled to find 
meaningful employment be¬ 
cause “people only see the 
wheelchair,” she claims. 

She is now trying to estab¬ 
lish herself as a distributor 
for health product pyramid 
scheme Forever Living. But 
to do so requires being mo¬ 
bile and able to meet people 
and network - something she 
currently struggles to do, 
and something she believes 
would be helped if she was 
able to drive herself, and not 
have to rely on others for 
transport. 

She added: “I’m trying to 
be financially independent.” 

Sue Trafford, from Row- 
den Road, Ewell, set up a 
justgiving page to help her 
friend of more than seven 
years, but to date it has had 
only nine supporters pledg¬ 
ing donations towards the 
£45,000 target. 

“It would be really nice to 
give her the freedom,” Sue 
told the Epsom Guardian. 

“If she’s going a long way, 
she’d still need someone with 
her, but if she was going into 
Epsom, she could do that. At 
the moment, she’s stuck.”

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Have you seen James? 


THE younger brother of an 
elderly man missing from Ep¬ 
som for more than a week has 
launched a heartfelt appeal for 
people to help with the search. 

James Middleton, known as 
Jim, was last seen at midday 
on Sunday, July 2, when he 
went out on his mobility scoot¬ 
er heading towards the Stew 
Ponds and Christ Church Road 
area. 

But the 70-year-old has not 
yet returned home or been 
found, despite police helicop¬ 
ters being scrambled and of¬ 
ficers and hundreds of volun¬ 
teers scouring the area. 

Firefighters from Banstead 
and Epsom fire stations also 
joined the search last Tuesday 
night (July 4), using thermal 
imaging lights from off-road 
vehicles to look for him in the 
dark. 

And after a Facebook group, 
Find James Middleton, was set 
up last week, more than 100 
residents launched a search on 
Wednesday and Thursday eve¬ 
nings (July 5 and 6) from the 
Wells Estate, where he was last 
seen, but it was to no avail. 

Jim is described as white, 
five feet six inches tall, of large 
build, and with brown greying 
hair. He was last seen wear¬ 
ing a body warmer, dark grey 
shorts, blue trainers, and white 
socks, and was riding his four- 
wheeled, light blue mobility 
scooter. 

His younger brother David 
Middleton said: “I really do be¬ 
gin to think that Jim is not on 
the common, that somehow he

has gone further afield. 

“Where he has gone is any¬ 
body’s guess. 

“It just seems incredible that 
he has not been spotted by an¬ 
ybody There have been no par¬ 
ticular sightings.” 

David asked residents to look 
out for his brother’s bright blue 
mobility scooter, as he believed 
this might provide a “big clue” 
as to Jim’s whereabouts. 

“At the end of the day he’s an 
old man,” David added. 

“He’s probably not very 
well now, bearing in mind that 
he went without medication, 
without any money no food, no 
water. 

“If you’ve got a house that 
backs onto the common, or 
backs on to waste-ground, or 
if you know of any area with 
scrap-land, please, if you can, 
go and have a look. That would 
be fantastic.”

Councillors speak out as money for road and pavement repairs slashed 

Committee voices fury over 
deep highways budget cut

COUNCILLORS are protest¬ 
ing their budget for repairing 
roads and fixing footpaths be¬ 
ing slashed by nearly 80 per 
cent in the “strongest possi¬ 
ble terms”. 

Epsom and Ewell Local 
Committee wrote to Conserv¬ 
ative cabinet member for 
highways Colin Kemp this 
week to oppose the 78 per 
cent highways budget cut. 

Surrey County Council’s 
decision to cut Epsom and 
Ewell Local Committee’s 
highways budget was made 
“without consultation... or 
scrutiny”, councillors wrote 
in the letter seen by the Ep¬ 
som Guardian. 

The cut - which the coun¬ 
cillors described as “a matter 
of political choice”, rather 
than an inevitability - also 
means plans to replace guard¬ 
rails in Ruxley Lane and help 
heal trees in Highfield Drive 
have had to be abandoned, 
the committee wrote. 

Councillor Colin Kemp, 
cabinet member for high¬ 


Surrey County Council 

ways said a portion of the 
nearly £90million the coun¬ 
ty council plans to spend on 
Surrey’s highways this year 
would be earmarked for local 
repairs. 

In 2016/17 Epsom and Ew¬ 
ell’s Local Committee, which 
makes decisions on a range 
of local issues including road 
maintenance and funding for 
community groups, received 
£355,433 from Surrey Coun¬ 
ty Council, but that is set to 
tumble to £77,273 - a cut of 
about 78 per cent. 

The government has cut 
the council’s annual grant by 
£170million since 2010, while 


demand for adult social care, 
learning disabilities and chil¬ 
dren’s services is rising. 

The raiding of Epsom and 
Ewell’s highways budget 
could mean there is only 
money for safety defects, ac¬ 
cording to Residents’ Associ¬ 
ation Councillor Eber King- 
ton, who sits on the Local 
Committee. 

Committee chair John 
Beckett this month told the 
Epsom Guardian the cuts 
were unnecessary and would 
impact on councillors’ ability 
to carry out their duties. 

He suggested that savings 
could instead be made from 


the council’s agency staff ex¬ 
penditure, spending on empty 
beds in care homes and coun¬ 
cillor allowances. 

“Ninety five per cent of 
the issues I deal with as a 
councillor are pavement - or 
parking-related,” Cllr Beckett 
explained. 

“It leaves us in a very dif¬ 
ficult position to deal with 
residents’ concerns and local 
issues.” 

Colin Kemp, Surrey cab¬ 
inet member for highways, 
said: “We face some very 
tough decisions across all 
services because we need to 
save more than £100million 
this year in order to meet the 
rising demand in areas like 
children’s and adult social 
care and school places. 

“Despite this, we are still 
spending just under £90mil- 
lion on our highways net¬ 
works this year and have ear¬ 
marked a portion of this to 
carry out local repair works. 

“We are also giving all 
members a chance to review 
the spending done in their 
area and make suggestions 
based on their local knowl¬ 
edge in the autumn local com¬ 
mittee meetings.”

‘Be responsible with waste’ 


In his article ‘Urban foxes are a 
pest in south London and cull¬ 
ing them must be considered’ 
Andrew Parkes makes clear that 
there is no love lost between him 
and his neighbourhood foxes. 

I found little I could relate to 
in his account. I enjoy watching 
these gentle red-hued visitors 
who frequent my garden, seeing 
them darting through the bush¬ 
es, tip-toeing along my shed roof 
and occasionally even spotting 
fox cubs tumbling about in play. 
But even if you agree with An¬ 
drew and see foxes only as the 
enemy of your bin bags, there’s 
one thing you should know: cull¬ 
ing won’t reduce fox numbers. 

The reason for this is simple 
and scientific, killing foxes just 
leaves an empty territory and if 
that territory remains a suitable 
habitat for a fox to inhabit, it 
will quickly be replaced by an¬ 
other fox. This is true regardless 
of the number of foxes killed. 
Multiple studies into the impact 


of fox culling in Britain have 
shown that killing foxes in the 
winter can actually lead to a 
higher population in the spring 
because more foxes move in to 
contest the vacant space than 
were there originally. 

Thankfully the solution to a 
growing urban fox population is 
just as simple, as Andrew him¬ 
self wrote: “there is no doubt the 
best single thing we can do as 
individuals is to be as responsi¬ 
ble as possible with our waste”. 
Putting bin bags in wheelie bins 
(fox proof bins can be purchased 
for under £20), instead of leaving 
them lying in the street will go 
a long way in keeping fox num¬ 
bers at bay. What is one man’s 
trash is another’s treasure, and 
bin bags are providing verita¬ 
ble feasts for foxes. Foxes are 
territorial animals and the size 
of a fox’s territory is directly 
proportional to food availability 
The less food on offer, the bigger 
the fox’s territory becomes, the 


bigger a foxes territory becomes 
the less space there is left un¬ 
claimed for new foxes to inhabit. 
The amount of available food is 
also proportional to the number 
of cubs a vixen gives birth to. 
Where food is plentiful, vixens 
can give birth to up to 7 cubs, but 
where food is restricted average 
litter size drops to between 4 
and 5. 

Andrew argues that “[foxes] 
are beautiful things to see in the 
wild, but not in gardens and on 
urban streets” but do we really 
wish to live in such a sterile 
environment? Would he have us 
banish birds and squirrels too? 
We can choose to see any wild¬ 
life as a pest, but I much prefer 
embracing a more harmonious 
existence. In any case, when was 
the last time anyone was lucky 
enough to spot a glimpse of a fox 
zooming through wheat fields on 
countryside outings? Our towns 
and cities are not exclusively 
our own, in fact if anything it is 


humans who are the interlopers 
as all our urban spaces were 
once woodland where foxes 
would have roamed, played and 
built their dens in peace. 

As a mother and a dog owner, 
the occasional red-brushed 
visitor doesn’t worry me at 
all. Foxes are naturally shy 
animals who have an innate 
fear of humans and, in the vast 
majority of cases, cats and dogs 
will live amicably beside foxes. 

If the thought of having a fox 
slink through your garden still 
makes you shudder, there’s a 
huge array of harmless fox 
repellents to choose from that 
will deter even the most cunning 
of foxes. But before you run to 
your local hardware store I hope 
you stop to consider if you really 
want to persecute one of the few 
remaining species of British 
wildlife that dares to call London 
its home.

My garden blackbird, 
which has sung almost 
continuously from dawn 
to dusk since February is 
the most melodious I've 
ever heard, with a wide 
range of phrases and 
partly compensates for a 
lack of songthrushes (pic¬ 
tured). 

Indeed, blackbirds are 
enjoying an excellent year 
everywhere. 

As the nesting season 
draws to a close, birdsong 
will gradually fade away. 
As the summer moult be¬ 
gins and with flight feath¬ 
ers less efficient, birds 
tend to keep quiet and 
skulk away in the shrub¬ 
bery. 

Recently I've been re¬ 
playing some audio tapes 
of birdsong that I recorded 
twenty years ago. What is 
striking is how many of 
those birds, common two 
decades back have de¬ 
clined. 

Songthrush, greenfinch, 
skylark, chaffinch and wil¬ 
low warbler are fewer as 
are starlings, house spar¬ 
rows, house martins and 
swifts. 

However, on a positive 
note, in addition to black¬ 
birds, robins, the tit family, 
goldcrests and jackdaws 
are faring well. But the 
star of the show is the 


colourful goldfinch whose 
population has rocketed 
over the past three years. 
No doubt an increase in 
people feeding nyger seed 
in gardens has been a key 
factor in their abundance. 

One species in particular 
that I didn't record twenty 
years ago because there 
were fewer about is now es¬ 


calating out of control and 
becoming a real pest. 

Any Guesses ? Yes, the 
rose-ringed parakeet of 
course. Their frightful noisy 
yelping in local parks inhib¬ 
its other birdsong and be¬ 
ing early nesters, they have 
taken over tree holes of 
native species thus denying 
them access. Pests indeed!

We also discover that the Colo¬ 
nel is not averse to sacrificing his 
own kind for the greater good to 
purify the human race. 

But this is not all action and 
doom and gloom. This third in¬ 
stallment has brought in some 
much needed light relief in the 
form of an old Chimpanzee that 
the riders come across, who had 
taught himself to speak at the zoo 
he was in before the changes. 

I thought this was quite an 
emotional film. But I still find it 
strange that, as a species we all 
route for the Apes? But as Caesar 
says "Apes.. .together.. .Strong!" 

A great end to a great trilogy.

are told that War for the 
Planet of the Apes is the final 
instalment of the rebooted (and 
certainly the best) telling of the 
original 1968 version of Pierre 
Boulle's 1963 science fiction 
novel of a world turned upside 
down. (We must never talk of the 
Tim Burton Apes movie attempt), 
writes Mark Foker. 

The previous two Ape films 
Rise and Dawn, both did extreme¬ 
ly well with box office takings and 
this finale WAR is set to break 
those records. 

Actor Andy Serkis is back to 
bring life into the emphatic Cae¬ 
sar, leader of the Apes. All Caesar 
ever wanted was to live in peace 
with his tribe and his family. 

However, in recent times the 
Apes have been living in fear of 
an attack from a band of human 
soldiers led by a megalomani¬ 
ac known only as the Colonel 
(Woody Harrelson). 

The Colonel wants Caesar 
assassinated, so without a leader 
he can instigate the Apes geno¬ 
cide, wiping their existence from 
the planet. 

The film's opening act se¬ 
quence is a full-on conflict remi¬ 
niscent of a Vietnam jungle battle 
between the professional soldiers 
complete with their Gl helmets 
adorned with anti-monkey slo¬ 


gans against the more primitive 
but strategic local enemy. 

The deadly encounters with 
the soldiers eventually lead to the 
death of Caesar's wife and son. 
This sets up act two as a thrown 
back to the sixties style Western, 
turning into a revenge saga to 
bring the Colonel to justice. 

We see some great scenes of 
the foursome, Caesar (Serkis), fel¬ 
low chimp, Rocket (Terry Notary), 
Gorilla Luca, (Michael Adamth- 
waite) and Orangutan, Maurice 
(Karin Konoval) riding on horse¬ 
back through what looks like the 
Rocky Mountains landscape. 

These scenes could have 
looked comical in the wrong 
hands but they are so superbly 
shot and the CGI has come on 
in leaps and bounds and they 
look spectacular. On their trav¬ 
els, they also come upon a young 
mute girl (Amiah Miller, a Dakota 
Fanning look-alike) who Maurice 
takes under his wing much to 
Caesar's dislike. 

The third act then throws a 
curve ball, when we veer off to 
narrative showing the Ape tribe 
in a Nazi style forced labor camp 
run by the Colonel. Can Cae¬ 
sar release his people from this 
nightmare and exterminate the 
Colonel? 

In my mind this final Ape ad¬

The government has confirmed 
that changes to EPC rules 
preventing landlords from 
renting out inefficient homes 
WILL be brought in next April, 
writes Sally Walmsley. 

In a high level meeting the 
department for Business, Energy 
and Industrial Strategy (BEIS) 
confirmed to the RLA there 
will be no movement on the 
implementation date - which is 
now just eight months away. 

As of April 2018, all PRS 
homes must have a minimum 
Energy Performance Certificate 
rating of E or it will be illegal to 
rent them out. 

The rule applies to new 
tenancies and renewals only, 
but will be extended to existing 
tenancies by 2020. 

This means any homes rated F 
or G must be improved or taken 
off the rental market. 

With this in mind the RLA is 
reminding members they need 
to tackle any issues within their 
property sooner rather than 
later or they may have to take 
it off the market, with real fears 
that tradesman will struggle 
to cope with demand for 
improvements as the deadline 
approaches. 

The government today said 
it will be publishing specific 
guidance for landlords in 


October to clarify the new rules 
and their obligations. 

Despite the deadline bring 
so close the government has 
yet to confirm a cap on the 
amount of money that landlords 
must spend on improvements, 
with an initial figure of £5,000 
proposed. 

However, it has now 
confirmed that listed buildings 
will be exempt, on condition that 
landlords have done as much as 
they are permitted to, to make 
them energy efficient. Landlords 
will need to register their 
properties online. 

Around 330,000 PRS homes 
are rated F and G and will 
be affected by the changes - 
mainly Victorian and Edwardian 
homes. In total 18% of PRS 
homes were built before 1919 
prior to the introduction of 
cavity wall, meaning they are 
hard to insulate. 

David Smith, RLA policy 
director said: "The government 
has made it abundantly clear 
that there will be no movement 
on the April 2018 date so 
landlords MUST comply with the 
new legislation and the sooner 
they act the better." 

The RLA will be updating 
members with further 
information as soon as it 
becomes available.

BACKGROUND: BMW's 7 Series 
has been with us four decades now, 
with the first generation car having 
gone on sale back in 1977. 

Initially available in one length with 
a six cylinder engine, a V12 was offered 
back in 1987 on the second generation 
car, with a long wheel base model 
available too. As the Nineties became 
the Naughties, increased environmental 
concerns saw the introduction of diesels 
for the UK market as the list of available 
equipment grew along with the car's 
size and weight. 

For the sixth generation car, BMW 
knew they had to not only offer even 
more interior room and on-board 
gadgetry but also put the car on a 
crash diet. Through the use of carbon 
fibre, the Bavarian marque has been 
able to deliver on the conflicting 
demands of less weight but more kit, 
including firsts such as a four wheel 
steering system. As a result, this should 
be the best 7 ever. 

EXPERIENCE: The 7 Series has 
always sold itself as the driver's choice 
in luxury limos and that doesn't look to 
be changing anytime soon. 

There's now a four cylinder engine 
option, the 2.0-litre 231 bhp unit you'll 
find in the entry-level 725d variant. If 
nothing but at least six cylinders will do, 
you'll find that even the most sensible 
(and slowest) six cylinder 730d pumps 
out 265bhp, enough for 0-62mph in a 
scant 6.1 seconds. 

BMW's xDrive 4WD system is an 
option on this model - and you have to 


have it if you opt for the pokier 320bhp 
740d, which makes the 62mph 
benchmark in 5.2s. The petrol range 
starts with the 326bhp 740i model and 
progresses to the 449bhp V8-powered 
750i which makes 62mph in just 4.7s. 

At the top of the range is the 6.6-litre 
V12 610bhp M760Li xDrive variant, 
ideal if you really want to sack the 
chauffeur. Should you want to be as 
green as possible there's a 326bhp 
740e plug-in hybrid that can travel up 
to 25 miles on electric power alone. 

All models receive an eight speed 
automatic gearbox and air suspension 
for both front and rear axles that 
allows you to switch from soft to sporty 
and the touch of a button. As the 
ultimate party trick, you can even get 
out of the car and set it to park itself 
from your smart phone. 

DESIGN: Although steel is still at the 
core of the car's structure, carbon fibre 
reinforced plastic is used to help add 
strength and reduce weight. To further 
assist, a greater amount of aluminium 
is used for suspension componentry to 
cut 200kg from the rolling chassis. The 
addition of an extra 70kg of equipment 
brings this weight loss down to a 
maximum 130kg however. 

Outside the changes are far less 
dramatic. The latest and largest 
version of BMW's kidney grille sits 
up front with the headlights (LEDS 
as standard, with laser lights as an 
option) flowing from this. Although the 
shoulder line has been sharpened up, 
changes to the rear screen and boot 


area make the car seem sleeker overall. 
Inside is plusher than ever with a fifth 
generation iDrive system and even 
greater connectivity foryour mobile 
devices. For the first time, there's also 
a gesture control system that uses a 
3D sensor in the headlining to interpret 
your swipes, pinches and rotational 
movements to control some functions. 
MARKET AND MODEL: With the 
7 Series acting as BMW's flagship 
saloon, it's no surprise that you'll have 


to dig deep to afford one. The range 
kicks off with the standard length 
and specification 725d at around 
£62,000. If you're after maximum 
rear legroom, the long wheelbase 
'L' chassis is nearly £4,000 more. 
Stretch up to around £65,000 for 
a six cylinder 730d and you get the 
option to pay another £3,000 or so for 
xDrive 4WD. If you want to avoid the 
black pump, the petrol range starts at 
approximately £70,000 for the Plug-in 


740e - or around £73,000 for the more 
conventional 740i, which only comes in 
long wheelbase form. Those that want 
a harder edge will want the M Sport 
trim at another £4,000 to get a racy 
bodykitand interior flourishes. 

If luxury is your game, the 'Design 
Pure Excellence' package is the trim for 
you thanks to additional -yet tasteful 
-chrome trim plus extra wood inside. 
Alternatively for those with the deepest 
of pockets, there are 'Individual' 


models that give the maximum of 
customisation options. Still, even the 
lowliest variants get leather seats, 
four-zone climate control, a Bluetooth 
infotainment system with sat nav, 
wireless phone charging, a rearview 
camera and auto headlights and 
wipers. Safety is covered by wall-towall 
airbags, advanced ABS and stability 
control, brake assist, anti-whiplash 
headrests, run-flat tyres and even 
heated washer jets.

Weir, who did hint a couple 
of months ago that he might 
race in next year’s Virgin 
Money London Marathon, 
will not only be focusing ful¬ 
ly on his family life but also 
intends to be a regular visitor 
at his favourite local football 
club Sutton United. 

“I will be here for the 
worlds to do some stuff but I 
will go on a family holiday. I 
want to spend 100% time with 


my family and be a good dad 
and everything else comes 
with it,” he continued.
